He must pay not only what the 
show cost before the opening night, 
but what it cost before he made the | 
decision te close it. And what the 
show loses is .often actually a larger 
factor than the original outlay,

“The general scheme as shown on 
plan No, 1 has been based on a report 
presented by Mr, Potter, of New York, 
to the old council of Strathcona, 
sizes of the sewers having been in- 
creased to take in areas added to the 
city since he made his report, Speak- 
ing generally, we will with the system 
outlined be able te take in the area as 
far vouth as Thirty-seventh avenue 
Seuth and drain about 2,500 acres, The 
sanitary sewage from Mayfair and 
from several subdivisions in the neigh- 
borhood of White Mud creek will need 
to be pumped into these trunks, 


“The general idea is to bring all the 


sanitary sewage across to Mill creek, | 


together with all the storm water ex- 
cept that from the areas which require 
pumping, the storm water from such 
areas being dealt with by a@ separate 
system of storm sewers discharging 
into the river, 


Will Purify Sewage. 

“A storm overflow will be built at 
the end of the big sewer when it enters 
Mill creek, the storm water being 
diverted into the creek and the sanitary 
sewage carried in a 24-inch pipe down 
the orvek at some point near which a 
dispasal plant can be erected at a 
future date to purify the sewage before 
discharging it into the river. 

“The general plan shows by colors 
and arrow heads the area of draining 
into each trunk sewer. 4

Briefly, it is proposed to con- 
struct the smaller trunks and then, in- 
stead of dropping these trunks into a 
deep tunnel sewer, to discharge into a 
temporary pipe running to Mill creek. 
Part of this temporary pipe would be 
a foremain, as it would be necessary to 
pump the sewage at two points, name- 
ly, at A and’ B. The foremein would 
extend from A to &, and weuld be about 
10 inches diameter, -From C and D to 
the creek a vitrified pipe line can be 
laid; into which the trunks from the 
Irvine estate and Richmond park will 
run by gravity, All trunks and laterals

“The tank is of the Imhoff pattern, 
j which in the opinion of experts is the 
best tank available at the present time, 
and ‘represents the latest advance in 
sewage disposal practice. The chief 
feature of this tank is that the liquid 
flowing through the tank is not allowed 
to come in contact with the decom- 
posing sludge. Two of its main ad- 
Eas are that the sludge is easily 


dealt with on removal from the tank, 
and that the odor from the whole plant 
is reduced to a minimum. It is not 
proposed to build sprinkling filters at 
present, but the plant has been so 
arranged that filters can be added ata 
later date if required. The effluent on 
emerging from the tank will be treated 
with a solution of chloride of lime and 
will then be discharged into the river.

OUTCOME OF SHOE 
STRIKE IN QUEBEC 
EAGERLY AWAITED 


The strike or lockout of the shoe 
workers in the factories of Quebec js 
taking on considerable interest. These 
men are for the most part members of 
national unions, at one time affiliated 
with the Canadian Federation of Lab- 
or, The fifteen factories affected are 
affitiated with the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, which association 
has expressed itself at’ times as an 
favor of the national union idea as 
opposed to the international scheme 
of unionism. 

It will be remembered that some 
time ago the Shoe Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation gave out notice that in fu- 
ture they would run opén shops, and 
at that time the unions evidently ac- 
cepted the proposition, no doubt, how- 
ever, With bad grace, The present 
difficulty it is alleged, commenced with 
the refusal of men in a couple of es- 
tablishments to work with’ non-union 
men, and, the other factories in the 
association, on the men not returning 
to work, promptly put in effect a lock- 
out. Now, it is said, the manufac- 
turers will require individual contracts 
before taking back any of the men,

COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
AGAINST ACCIDENT AND 
SICKNESS ACCOMPLISHED 


Washington, Jan. 17.—"Every work- 
man in the steel industry has the ex- 
pectation of nine days lost by sickness 
in a year, as against four days lost by 
accident, and it is estimated that each 
year there are 284,750,000 days of sick- 
ness among workmen in the United 
States, costing $792,892,000," said Joseph 
P, Chamberlain, of New York, speaking 
at the annual meeting of the American 
association for labor legislation. 

That compulsory insurance against 
accidents has been astonishingly rapid 
during the last three years, and is 


bound to be followed quickly by other 


forms of social insurance, was the 


opinion expressed by the association's 


special committee and by Mr, Cham- 
berlain, the principal speaker. 

“Compulsory sickness and burial in- 
surance is already an accomplished fact 
in the United States,” said Mr, Cham- 
berlain, “but it is insufficient in amount 
and totally wrong in its method and 
purpose, and can never be health in- 
surance,”

John L. Was the Great 
Goat-Getter of Boxing. 

The profession of, pugilism has pro- 
duced many novel characters, but 
among them all John L. Sullivan stands 
unique, the only one of his kind. As 
nh “goat-getter” the 
ring has never had and probably never 
will have an esual, Most men were 
whipped the minute they crawled into 
the arena with John L. The ferocious 
gleam in his and ‘his bellowing 
volee, Which sounded like the snort of 
an enraged bull, put fear into the 
hearts of his antagonists, and turned 
their blood to water. This quality was 
never better illustrated than in John 
L.'s fight with Patsy Cardiff, which 
took place at Minneapolis twenty-seven 
years ao come tomorrow, Cardiff was 
a master of the pugilistic art, but he 
was lacking in brute courage. Sulli- 
van broke the radius of his left arm 
early in the conflict, and was at Car- 
diff's merey, but the latter lacked. the 
nerve to follow up his advantage. John 
L, glowered at Patsy ferociously, 
and threatened him with such a baleful 
eye that poor Cardiff was 
hypnotized. The bout went six rounds 
to a draw. There were only two men 
who ever called Sullivan's bluff, and 
who refused to be bullied into sub- 
mission. The first was Charlie Mit- 
chell, the English boxer, They met in 
Madison Square Garden in 1884, and 
although the Britisher was a much 
smaller mau than the Irish-American, 
he treated John L, with supreme dis- 
dain, The police interfered in the 
third round, and it was not until 1888 
that Mitchell and Sullivan fought 
again, in Chantilly, Franee, Again the 
Englishman refused to be bluffed, and 
the battle went thirty-nine rounds to a 
draw. In 1892, at New Orleans, John 
L. found another man whose goat was 
not to be got. He was Jim Corbett, 
and he was not to be scared by the 
blustering of the veteran. John roared

WHAT OUR FATHERS WERE DOING 
ON THIS DATE SOME YEARS AGO 


General Wolfe's Younger Days aad Death After the Capture 
of Quebec. 


N January 2nd, in Westerham, England, they celebrated, with a dinner 
O and other festivities, the anniversary of the birth of General James 

Wolfe. Now, General Wolfe was not a Canadian, of course, but he had 
a good ceal to do with Canada, as it was to a great extent the result of his 
great victory on the Plains of Abraham, at Quebec, in seventeen fifty-nine, that 
what was then Canada was traisferred from French to British rute. 


HE young general was appalled at the formidable task he had undertaken, 

and many long weeks passed in various assaults which ended in discom- 

fifure only. To capture Quebec seemtd to Wolfe hopeless, and the consciousness 

of this helped to bring on a fever which long prestrated him and weakened his 

already enfeebied frame, But his heroic spirit was undaunted; and, recover: 

ing his stresgth, he daringly grappled with a project which led him to victory 
and toa victor’s grave, 


\ OLFE, with a premonition of his fate as he moved down the river in 

his barge with muffled oars, repeated the line from Gray's Elegy in 
a Country Churchyard; “The paths of glory lead but to the grave.” The dawn 
saw the English army massed in position on the Heights, and the surprised 
Freach army, under their brave leader, Montcalm, gallantly marched out to 
atiack the invaders. Brief was the struggle which followed. The English re- 
served thew fire till the enemy was within forty paces of them, when they 
poured a deadly zain of bullets on the advancing French, and the Scottish 
regiments charged them awith bayonet and troadsword. The native militia 
broke and flcd and the veterans of France, after slubboraly contesting the 
position, were compelled to fall back and seek refuge in the citadel. The com: - 
meanders of both sides fell mortally wounded, Wolfe dying on the field and 
Montcalm breathing his last on the morrow within the rwalls of Quebec. Three 
days afterwards Quebec surrendered and the flag of Britain supplanted the 
emblem of France, ,

The 
Boston club wanted Kelly, had heard 
of his misunderstanding with Spalding, 
and opened negotiations to secure him. 
They offered 310,000 to Chicago. This 
was by three times a greater amount 
than any player had ever been sold for 
before. Anson came in at the mo- 
ment, and Spalding put {t up to him, 
Anson consented to the sale, and Kelly, 
as he stated, never wore a Chicago 
uniform again. 

Had Boston not made that splendid 
offer it’s a certainty that Kelly would 
have been on the Chicago club again 
in 1887, for he had no other means of 
making a livelihood—at any rate not 
80 good a one as baseball presented. 
It may be news to many, but Kelly 
only rovelved $2,600 the last year he 
played with the Chicago club. Quite 
a difference to the $15,000 Cobb draws 
down in the present day, and yet Kelly 
in his period was every bit as wonder- 
ful a ball player as the Georgia Peach 
is today. |

THINGS TO KNOW 


Cuts in a tire are not in themselves 
dangerous, just as a cut in a finger 
is not In itself dangerous; but a cut 
which isn’t attended to will permit 
bacteria to enter the system and cause 
infection, so a cut penetrating the 


tread of a tire permits foreign  sub- 
stances from the road surface to enter 
and destroy the fabric. These foreign 
substances consist of two general 
classes—sand and moisture. At every 
revolution sand 1s forced into the cut. 
The cut is soon filled, but the welght 
of the car above continues to force in 
more. Naturally the sand must move 
somewhere, and taking the line of 
least resistance it begins to spread out 
in every direction from the cut be- 
tween the tread and the fabric, separ- 
ating one from the other, The first 
result is the so-called “sand blister.” 
These natural causes continue, how-} 
ever, until] the tread separation covers | 
a larger space. It is not long before 
the tread tears loose. Aside from this 
action the sand contains moisture 
which is Immediately absorbed by the 
fabric with which it comes in contact, 
This rots the fabric and rapidly weak- 
ens it, The result is a blowout. The 
remedy for these conditions ts not as 
effective as the precaution which will 
prevent them, This precaution is 
simply to fill the cuts in the tread 
with repalr gum immediately after 
they are discovered, An excellent 
plan is to spend a few moments each 
evening examining the tires. If an in- 
spection reveals a few cuts in the 
tread they should be thoroughly clean- 
ed out with gasoline and then filled 
with repair gum, of which there are 
several good brands on the market. 
In the morning the repair will have 
dried and become an integral part of 
the tire. The process is a simple one, 
and the time spent in taking this pre- 
caution will repay every automobile 
owner many times, through the sav- 
ings in tire expense. 


Leaks Cause Trouble 


Leaks In the gas line from carbure- 
ter to cylynders will sometimes cause 
trouble, To test for such leaks, apply 
olf to every Joint, while the motor is 
running. Watch the joints, and if 
tho oil Is sucked in, the Joint will need 
tightening or a new gasket, usually the 
latter ,for excessive tightening of 
joints will sometimes twist the sur- 
faces out of true so that the joint will 
leak more than ever. When fitting a 
pasket ,be sure that it does not project 
on the inside of the manifold, not only 
in order to prevent it offering friction 
to the mixture, but to prevent it be- 
ing frayed and disintegrated, and pie- 
ces being carried up to clog the valve. 
Tieces of asbestos gasket have been 
known to get on, a cylinder head, 
where, becoming — Incandescent, they 
have caused bad preignition knocks.
